notwithstanding the serious obsta"- 
cles interposed; by the constitution 
to the validity.;ot their measures. 1 
Moreover, the avidity with which 
the' officials 
concerned 
sought 
to 


shuffle out of the fee system under 
which they were elected, and range 
themselves 
under 
the salary" law, 


which was never dreamed 
of when 
they entered into a contract to serve 
the county, tends to show that they 
are not altogether 
blameless for-the 
existing state ofmuddle. 
"The issue is not merely whether 
the justices aod constables 
of Ama- 
dor county shall be paid salaries 
in- 


stead of fees. 
Even from this con- 
tracted standpoint 
the question 
is 


sufficiently serious to demand a set- 
tlement by the higher court. 
But 


the matter takes a far wider sweep 
thau Amador county. 
Our state 


constitution forbids any increase 
of 
compensation of county or township 
officers during the term for which 
they 
were elected. 
The 
point in 


issue is whether 
this provision has 


any vitailsignificance, or whether it 
is a dead letter. 
The supreme court 
has decided that tbe mode of paying 
officials may be changed from salary 
to fees or fees to salary without vio- 
lating the constitution. 
But 
the 
question has never yet been passed 
upon by thaf tribunal whether 
a 
change from fees to salaries 
involv- 
ing a ten-fold raise in compensation 
of the officials concerned, is iq, con- 
sonance 
with the constitutional pro- 
hibition. 
We do not propose to dis- 


cuss the decision of Judge Rust. 
If 
itis a correct interpretation 
of the 
constitution, itis all-important that 
the fact should be known.lThe cvi 
dence of tbe fees earned for services 
in criminal cases for the first three 
months of the 
present 
term indi- 


cated that the increase of compensa- 
tion under the new salary bill would 
amount tomore than ten times the 
compensation 
under the old fee 
sys- 


tem. 
Now, ifthis interpretation is 
correct, 
what is there to prevent 
the legislature 
from changing 
the 
method of paying other county of- 
ficers so as to effect a like ten-fold 
increase 
of 
compensation? 
How 


would the taxpayers like to meet the 
system now attempted to be estab- 
lished withreference 
to township of- 
ficers, ifthe same .were applied 
to 
all county officials? It would mean 
littleshort of confiscation. 
The con- 
clusion is irresistible that if the in- 
terpretation is valid in the one case, 
itwould be equally so in the other. 
Hence the urgency of having the 
question 
settled 
definitely. If our 


constitution is so weak on this prop- 
osition, the people want to know it, 
so that itmay be made operative, 
where itis now nothing but a rope 
of sand.

of the W.F. M.,

camp at that point, and transfer the 
base of operations intoElDorado coun- 
ty. 
There 
were three reporters 
at 


Wiley's—one each for the Examiner, 
Call and Chronicle. 
These men 
were 


told by Mr. Norman that it was nec- 
essary to keep his movements 
secret; 


that they could not be allowed to ac- 
company the posse or the wagons. If 
anything important occurred, he would 
dispatch a courier to Wiley's to keep 
them posted, but he would not permit 
them In the camp. 
One newspaper 


man was Inclined to follow notwith- 
standing this injunction, whereupon he 
was told that Ifhe persisted 
he would 


clap the handcuffs upon him if nec- 
essary. 
This settled the matter, 
and 


the reporters stayed behind, and picked 
up news, trustworthy or otherwise, 
as 


they best could. 
The 
teams 
were 


hitched up and driven across the coun- 
try to PiPi, a distance of nine miles 
across the ElDorado line. 
The route 


was over the roughest kind of country 
—no road at all. 
Trees, rocks, brush, 


and 
gulches 
were 
encountered, 
the 


members of the posse, 
except the two 


drivers, traveling the entire distance 
on foot. Arrivingat PiPi, pretty well 
exhausted, stationed men up and down 
the river, and on the side hill at com- 
manding points. 
Allthe men were on 


picket duty, except two left with the 
wagons 
to attend 
to the horses 
and 


prepare 
the 
food. 
Remained 
there 


untilafternoon of the 7th. 
The El 


Dorado man-hunters were conspicuous 
by their absence. 
Word 
was 
then 


brought inby a man onhorseback that 
a cabin near Grizzly Flat had been en- 
tered by convicts and robbed, and they 
moved to that point. 
Hero they met 


three trailers ofSheriff Bosquit's posse, 
Wyatt, Colvin and another, 
who in- 


formed them that the escapes 
wore 


making toward Leek's. The ElDorado 
men were without outfit of provisions 
or conveyance, or organization 
of any 


kind.' Norman had one of his own men 
to take the trailers ina wagon to Hun- 
gerford's mill, whilehe with the rest 
started for Leek Spring mountain. 
It 


was late when they reached Ham's sta- 
tion, so they camped there that night. 
The outlaws 
were, evidently making 


August s—Arrivedat Wiley's station. 


Six men were sent across to the north 
fork of the Cosumnes 
river on foot. 


Another part of the posse was stationed 
at the shingle mill, about a milefrom 
Wiley's station. 
The men remained at 


these points untilnight,guarding these 
entrances 
to Amador territory. 


On tbe 4th instant they returned 
to 


Jackson and made arrangements 
for a 


systematic hunt of the outlaws. 
Two 


wagons were secured, both with three 
seats, affording room to take 12 men, 
which was the number comprising 
the 


posse, 
well stocked 
with provisions, 


blankets, etc.; also two saddle horses 
for the use of scouts, 
who during the 


expedition were sent 
ahead 
to trace 


the convicts. 
They were unarmed and 


dressed 
as cattlemen on thelookout for 


stock. 
This was adopted for the safety 


of these men, as tbe escapes 
were not 


likely to shoot unarmed men. If they 
were attacked they were instructed 
to 


surrender. 
A white handkerchief tied 


around the neck was tbe badge used to 
distinguish the members of the Ama- 
dor posse.' 
The expedition reached 


Plymouth on the evening of the 4th. 
Here was the first misunderstanding 
with the newspaper 
men. 
A reporter 


for theExaminer 
wanted the men to 


pose for a snap shot with his camera. 
Norman toldhim they had no time to 
waste over such matters; 
that when 


they came 
back 
they 
could accom- 


modate 
these 
artists. 
The 
drivers 


were told to drive on, which they did, 
making Lockwood's station the same 
night, arriving thero between 12 and 1 
o'clock.- 


On August 1 the sheriff on receiving 


information that escaped convicts were 
headed toward Amador county, started 
for Plymouth with'deputies 
Jackson 


and Kay forBuck's bar in El Dorado 
county. 
Reaching Plymouth Sheriff 


Bosquit of El Dorado 
was telephoned 


to and that official asked 
the Amador 


officers to proceed to Buck's bar, and 
that officers from El Dorado would 
meet them there the next day. 
The 


Amador men reached that point on the 
2d and stayed there that and 
tbe fol- 


lowing day, and no one appeared 
from 


the ElDorado side. It was there re- 
ported to Norman that the convicts 
had broken into and robbed the cabin 
of Hoasley, and 
they struck 
out for 


that point on foot—one mile distance. 
The officers went over the ground 
of 


battle at Grand Victory mine. 


The true account of the part played 


by the Amador county posse, 
beaded 


by Sheriff Norman and deputy 
sheriff 


Jackson, has never been 
given to the 


pubiic. 
The daily 
papers, 
through 


their 
special 
correspondents, 
sent 


garbled 
accounts 
of the 
movements 


fromday to day. 
These reports 
were 


mainly drawn fromtheir own imagina- 
tion, or obtained 
from any one met 


with whomight volunteer information, 
picked up from doubtful sources on tbe 
road. 
Sheriff Norman made ita point, 


during the whole time he and his men 
were out, tokeep his own counsel; 
to 


tellnothing about hW movements, 
or 


his plan ofoperations, 
or anything in 


fact that might be of advantage to the 
outlaws ifcommunicated to them. For 
this reason he was not a favorite with 
the special reporters representing 
the 


daily press. 
They 
were on the hunt 


for news, and did not care how they 
obtained it, or what effect the publica- 
tion thereof might have— favorable to 
the fugitives, or unfavorable to the 
pursuers. 
On the other hand, Norman 


and his men were man-hunting, 
and 


didnot propose 
to subordinate 
their 


perilous business to nows-gathers hunt- 
ing a scoop. 
This diversity of interest 


explains much of what has appeared in 
print tending to place Norman's efforts 
ina false light before the public. 


The trailer operating with Norman 


took the trailalone, and met Norman 
at Myers' station in Alpine county. He 
had tracked two men, he said, 
to the 


head of Lake valley. 
Ho was tired 


out, and stated that he didnot think it 
was any use to track them any further 
on foot. He was unable to find which 
direction they had taken. 
Thereupon 


the Amador officials struck 
out for 


home. 
They didnot foel like hunting 


the fugitives over that limitless coun- 
try, far beyond 
the Amador borders, 


alone. 
On the night of the 12th they 


reached Strawberry valley,and on the 
13th arrived at Placerville on their 
homeward journey. 
Here they met 


deputy 
sheriff Cook 
and the other 


members of the ElDorado 
posse from 


whom they had parted company at 
Kirkwoods, and. learned that they had. 


Norman's 
trailer, 
Colvin, said be 


would go back and followthe trail. It 
was desirable that at least one man 
should accompany him. Norman asked 
Spencer 
of Folsom, 
to go with him. 


Spencer refused, saying, ''Idon't want 
to walk intomy grave." 
Norman told 


himhe did not ask him to do anything 
of the kind, but simply to pick up the 
trail. 
Thereupon 
Spencer 
said he 


would go provided Norman sent 
some 


ofhis men withhim on the trail. Nor- 
man told him that the balance 
oF his 


men, eight in number, 
were 
going 


back. He didnot feel justified in as- 
suming the expense any longer. But 
he (Norman) with deputy 
Jackson, 


Packard and Haller, intended to follow 
them over the summit, and wouldmeet 
them on tbe other side at the head of 
Lake valley. 
To this the El Dorado 


men, and the man from Reno with his 
two bloodhounds, made no reply. They 
made noofferto follow. At Kirkwoods 
the twoposses parted. 


From Kirkwoods Norman sent out a 


horseback scout and a trailer on horse- 
back, one to pick up and follow the 
trailof the convicts, and the other to 
report any informationtoheadquarters. 
The trailerColvin—an ElDorado man, 
who had voluntarily identified himself 
with the Amador posse, because ofacts 
committed by his own posse 
which he 


would not stand 
for — followed the 


track of two men 
to the top of the 


mountain, and came back and reported. 
A council was held, and arguments fol- 
lowed, also divergent 
views expressed. 


This was the firsttime members of the 
posses from the two counties 
met in 


serious consultation, during the whole 
man-hunting trip, and perhaps it was 
as wellthat the Amador men had acted 
upon their own judgment. 
The result 


demonstrated that littlewas to be ex- 
pected fromthe other side of the coun- 
ty line. Norman wanted to press 
the 


pursuit, and proposed that the trailers 
should follow the track, not for the 
purpose ofruuning on the men, but to 
ascertain their route and location as 
near as possible. 
The trailing business 


was not deemed 
as hazardous 
as the 


work of the armed 
posse. 
Trailers 


were unarmed ; it was not supposed 
that convicts would shoot defenseless 
men if they came within shot. 
The 


course 
was 
through a rocky 
defile, 


where the fugitives 'had ample oppor- 
tunity to hide, and fightbehind cover. 
Toinvito a battle In such a territory 
was out of the question. 
Norman 


never dreamed of such a thing. 
He 


aimed to keep out of traps, 
to trap 


the other fellowsifpossible, or at least 
to givebattle under conditions 
where 


his posse 
would have an equal show 


with the convicts. 


It must 
be remembered 
that the 


sheriff of El Dorado, during all the 
time that the Amador sheriff and posse 
was scouring 
the mountains 
of that 


county inquest of the escapes, 
was lo- 


cated inhis officeinPlacervillc, valiant- 
ly directing, the campaign from that 
point of vantage. 
One of Norman's 


sentinels reported that he had discover- 
ed a camp fire three miles north of 
Carson spur. It was started 
about 8 


o'clock the previous night, had been 
replenished with fuel four times during 
the night, and finally extinguished 
at 


4 o'clock inthe morning. 
Allthe men 


got intoNorman's wagon, and proceed- 
ed to the Spur, and were shown where 
the camp fire was found. 
They then 


all proceeded 
to Kirkwoods. 
There 


were four men outside of the Amador 
posse, withdeputy sheriff Cook of El 
Dorado at tbe head, including Spencer, 
an officialof the Folsom prison. 


Bth—Reached Leek Spring mountain. 


Horseback 
men 
reported 
they had 


found tracks of convicts 
quarter of a 


mile from camp. 
These tracks were 


followedto the basin below Silver lake, 
whereKirkwood's stream 
and Silver 


lake find an outlet. 
Norman there- 


upon immediately 
called his men in, 


and in order to get ahead of the fugi- 
tives started for Silver lake, arriving 
there at 9 o'clock the same evening. 
There being no feed for the horses 
at 


the lake they were compelled 
to drive 


on to Kirkwood's, an-Iving there at 1 
o'clock on the mornlug of the 9th. The 
men were all fagged out, and slept for 
three hours. 
At4 o'clock in the morn- 


ing the posse 
started on foot toward 


Silver lake, two horseback scouts being 
sent 
ahead 
to discover 
whether 
the 


outlaws had passed around Silver lake. 
About noon these scouts returned, 
and 


reported that 
they thought 
the con- 


victs had crossed ravine near 
head 
of 


two streams, 
going 
in a northerly 


direction toward summit. 
Same night 


(10th) one of tbe Amador posse coming 
downSilver lake hillreported to Nor- 
man that trailers and dogs, 
and mem- 


bers of ElDorado posse were at Silver 
lake and .wanted 
to see him. After 


posting a posse to guard 
the old emi- 


grant road, he took a team and 
drove 


to Silver lake to see 
Bosquit's 
men. 


They wanted to know if he had any 
news. 
They had nothing to impart. 


It was a nice situation. 
The ElDorado 


man-hunters, 
through whose territory 


the convicts had been traveling all this 
time, actually sent word to Norman to 
meet them eight miles in the rear of 
bis advance camp to find out what was 
going on. 


slow progress. 
They 
had traveled 


about fifteen miles in fivo days; at least 
that was about the headway they 
had 


made from all accounts. 
It was there- 


fore judged that their progress through 
the rough mountainous 
country 
they 


were in would be correspondingly 
slow, 


and that Norman and his men

size. 
They sometimes covered 


the whole side of a twenty or thirty 
foot room and often extended out Into 
the room as much as ten feet. In which 
case the smooth, flattop was used for 
a bedstead, the heated surface impart- 
ing an agreeable 
feeling of warmth 


during those cold nights of long ago 
when such things as covers were quite 
rare.
